give way to others, frequently because 
the usage . >f the party which elected 
them demand a change of officials after 
two or thiec terms

Church was centred in this one corpora- 
tion, owning those t irce church buildings 
nnd their offshoots, but when indepen- 
dent churches wcreorgani/ed, each under 
the charge of a single person, the parent 
organisation becani" known as the Colle- 
giate Church, though this title does not 
appear on the recuid and has no oflicial 
aulhoiity. 


There seems to b" aM,T) intimate con- 


nection between tin Dutch and Episcopal 
Churches in the eaily years of New York 
h'istory. 
The Jlcv. Mr. Vcsey, the lirst 


rector of Trinity Church, was originally
